No. 880.— In exeroiso of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
is pleased to direct that the following amendments shall 
be made in the Civilians in Defence Services (Temporary 
Service) Rules, 1949, namely: — 

In the said Rules 

(1) to Rule 6, tho following provisos shall be added, 
namely : 

“Provided that the service of any such Government 
servant may be terminated forthwith by payment 
to him of a sum equivalent to the amount of his 
pay plus allowances for the period of the notice 
or, us the case may be, for the period by which 
such notice falls short of one month or any agreed 
longer period : 

Provided further that the payment of allowances shall 
be subject to the conditions under which such 
allowances are admissible.” 

(2) Rule 6 shall be renumbered as sub-rule (1) of that 
Rule, and after the sub-rule as so renumbered the follow- 
ing sub-rule shall be added, namely: — 

“(2) Nothing in this Rule shall affect any special 
instructions issued by Government regarding the 
manner and the order in which temporary 
Government servants belonging to uny Scheduled 
Caste may bo discharged.”
